| Dee in a fertile little valley at the foot of 
the Cucamonga Mountains at Guasti, San 
Bernardino County, California, just 43 miles 
due east of Los Angeles, lie the 5,000 vine- 
covered acres of the Italian Vineyard Company 
—the largest vineyard in the world. 

A quarter of a century ago these fertile acres 
were planted to the finest varieties of juice 
grapes. Gradually the acreage was increased 
until today the vineyard parallels and adjoins 
the main line of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
and the State Highway to Colton for a distance 
of six miles. 

Today the Italian Vineyard is a veritable 
little city in itself. Homes have been erected 
on the company’s property to house the families 
of the officers and the hundreds of workers. A 
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school has been built and maintained by the 
county. 

A narrow gauge railroad accommodating 
fifteen-ton locomotives and over fifty cars winds 
its way for twenty-two miles through the vine- 
yard. It is owned and operated by the com- 
pany to facilitate the hauling of grapes during 
the harvest season. 


The grapes are left on the vine until fully 
ripe and then each variety is picked and han- 
dled separately. This, combined with the 
installation of every modern device, insures 
uniformity of the syrup of the Italian Vineyard 
Company and rivals the best produced. 


In former years the Italian Vineyard Com- 
pany leased some twenty acres of its land to 
the United States Government. Upon this land 
was conducted an experimental vineyard. Five 
hundred different varieties of grape vines were 
planted for the purpose of determining the 
varieties of grapes best adapted to certain kinds 
of soil and different methods of cultivation. 


A visit to the vineyard of the Italian Vine- 
yard Company will prove a most interesting 
and instructive day. The instances are very 
rare in this country where you will find such 
enormous acreage devoted solely to the pro- 
duction of one crop. You will be impressed by 
the care and precision with which every step in 
production is carried out—from the picking of 
the grape to the sealing of the container.

Grape Highball 
Add three parts water to one part Guasti Con- 
centrated Grape Juice (red or white); lemon juice 
to taste; serve with ice. 


Ginger Ale Highball 
Add three parts Ginger Ale to one part Guasti 
White Concentrated Grape Juice; lemon juice 
to taste; ice. 
Grape Punch 
To one pint Guasti Concentrated Grape Juice 
add three pints cold water, one-half cup lemon 
juice, one-quarter cup orange juice and sliced 
orange and sliced pineapple to taste; mix with one 
pint charged water; garnish punch bowl with 
orange rind. 
Cider Punch 
Makes 12 glasses 
To one pint Guasti Concentrated Gr&pe Juice 
add one and one-half pints water; add one-half 
cup clear lemon juice; pour all into one quart 
sweet cider; stir well and pour into pitcher of 
cracked ice. 
Orange Grape Juice 
Serves one 
Place chipped ice in tall glass; add juice of one 
orange and fill up with Guasti Concentrated Grape 
Juice diluted one to three with water. 


Grape Cocktail 
Makes four cocktail glasses 
Mix four tablespoons Guasti Concentrated 
Grape Juice, four tablespoons water, one-quarter 
cup orange juice, and one-third cup charged 
water; mix in cocktail shaker with crushed ice; 
serve immediately. 


Grape Milk Julep 


Make same as Grape Milk Blossom; add one 
whole egg. 
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Grape Juice Punch 
Makes 9 glasses 


Mix three pints water with two cups Guasti 
Concentrated Grape Juice; add juice of three 
lemons and two oranges; serve cold. 


Afternoon Punch 
6 glasses—15 punch glasses

Mix one and one-half cups orange juice with 

one-third cup Guasti White Concentrated Grape 

Juice, one cup water and one pint ginger ale; pour 
over ice into pitcher; serve in glasses. 


Guasti Cocktail 
Makes four cocktail glasses 

Mix two tablespoons Guasti Red Concentrated 
Grape Juice, one tablespoon Guasti White Con- 
centrated Grape Juice, one tablespoon lemon 
juice with four and one-half tablespoons water; 
add one-half cup charged water; mix in cocktail 
shaker; serve at once with crushed ice, adding one 
or two Maraschino cherries. 


Julep 
19 pint white grape juice 1 pint charged water 
l6 pint orange juice Sprigs of mint 
lo cup chopped mint Ice 
Juice six limes or lemons 

Mix fruit juices with chopped mint and let 
stand on ice one hour; add charged water; pour 
into glasses half filled with ice; place a sprig of 
mint in each glass and serve at once. 


Grape Juice Lemonade 
Serves six 
Mix juice four lemons with one and one-half 
pints water and two cups Guasti Concentrated 
Grape Juice; pour into pitcher of ice; let stand 
until chilled.

Fruit Punch 
Makes 12 glasses 
Cut into slices one lemon and one orange. Over 
slices pour three cups Guasti Concentrated Grape 
Juice; to these add five cups water, three table- 
spoons lemon juic e, one-third cup orange juice, 
one cup fresh pineapple, pulp with juice, few 
sprigs fresh mint, few grains salt, few gratings 
nutmeg; cover and leave in ice box one hour; pour 
into tall glasses over crushed ice; add one pint 
soda water; serve with whipped cream on top. 


Creme de Menthe Punch 
Mix one pint Guasti Pure White Concentrated 
Grape Juice with three parts plain or charged 
water; add one-half pint Syrup Creme de Menthe; 
stir well; dress with fruit; serve cool. 


Old Virginia Punch 
Makes 6 glasses 
Mix one cup Guasti White Concentrated Grape 
Juice, one cup water, one-half cup orange juice, 
one-quarter cup lemon juice, with one cup cider; 
stir and pour over ice. 


Manhattan Cocktail 
Mix one pint Guasti White Concentrated Grape 
Juice with two and one-half pints water; add one- 
half pint Celery Phosphate and one-half ounce 
Angostura Bitters; stir thoroughly; serve in chilled 
glasses; twist and squeeze piece of lemon peel over 
top. 
Tea Punch 
Makes 12 glasses 
Pour one quart boiling water over four tea- 
spoons tea; let stand five minutes; strain and 
cool; pour into punch bowl over ice; add juice 
three lemons, three cups Guasti Concentrated 
Grape Juice and three cups cold water. 
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Grape Milk Blossom 


Pour one and one-half ounces of Guasti Con- 
centrated Grape Juice into bottom of tall glass; 
fill three-quarters full of milk; add charged water. 


Fruit Cocktail 

Mix together one-half cup diced pineapple, one- 
half cup diced orange, one-half cup diced grape- 
fruit, one-half cup seeded raisins, one-third cup 
Guasti Concentrated Grape Juice diluted in one 
cup of water; place fruit in cocktail glasses; add 
grape juice; top with Maraschino cherries and 
whipped cream. 


Pineapple Grape Juice Punch 
Makes 12 glasses 


Mix three cups Guasti Concentrated Grape 
Juice previously cooled with three pints plain or 
charged water; add one-half cup fresh pineapple 
shredded; and one-half pulp of one can of pine- 
apple finely chopped; add juice four lemons; chill 
and serve. 


Grape Cup 
Makes 12 glasses 
Wash fresh mint leaves under faucet. Mix juice 
of five lemons with three cups Guasti Concen- 
trated Grape Juice and four cups water; add mint 
leaves and let stand thirty minutes; strain and 
add two pints ginger ale; pour over large piece 
ice; serve in glasses. 


Fruit o’ the Vineyard Punch 
Makes 51% glasses—16 punch glasses 
Bruise leaves of one bunch mint with fingers 
add juice of three lemons, one cup Guasti Con 
centrated Grape Juice and one cup water; let 
stand for half hour; strain over ice and add one- 
half ginger ale; garnish with mint leaves. 
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DESSERTS 


Old Fashioned Plum Pudding 


Makes 3 pounds. One pound serves fifleen 


Run four cups stale bread crumbs through 
grater; with crumbs mix one and one-half tea- 
spoons salt, one-half teaspoon nutmeg, one-third 
teaspoon cloves, one-third teaspoon mace; over 
this pour one cup hot milk; let stand until cool; 
add one cup Guasti Concentrated Grape Juice 
and one cup chopped suet to beaten yolks of four 
eggs; cream until light; to this add the bread 
crumb mixture, one and one-half cups chopped 
seeded raisins, two-thirds cup chopped currants, 
two-thirds cup chopped figs, one-third cup chopped 
citron; mix well and fold into stiffly beaten whites 
of four eggs; pour into mold; cover and steam 
for six hours. 


Fruit Recollection 
Place one scoop vanilla ice cream in fancy 
stemmed glass; place one-half slice pineapple one 
side of ice cream; cover with one ounce Guasti 
Concentrated Grape Juice and one ounce crushed 
raspberries; top with whipped cream. 


Guasti-Special 
Place one scoop vanilla ice cream and one scoop 
pineapple ice in fancy dish; pour over this mix- 
ture of one part cube bananas, one part cube 
cherries and one part Guasti Concentrated Grape 
Juice; top with whipped cream. 


Summer Hours 
Place one scoop strawberry ice cream and one 
scoop orange water ice in fancy dish; pour over 
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this mixture of one part crushed pineapple, one 
part crushed strawberry, one part crushed rasp- 
berry and one and one-half ounces Guasti Con- 
centrated Grape Juice; top with whipped cream 
and pecans. 


Grape Dessert 
Soak one package Knox Gelatine, Jello or Jell- 
well in one cup cold water for five minutes; dis- 
solve in two cups boiling water; add one-half cup 
Guasti Concentrated Grape Juice (red or white) ; 
stir until thoroughly mixed; add one-quarter cup 
lemon juice; strain into mold. 


Grape Pudding Sauce 
Add one cup water to one cup Guasti Concen- 
trated Grape Juice and bring to boil; add one-half 
cup lemon juice and few allspice, cloves and nut- 
meg; let simmer for ten minutes; serve hot. 


Grape Juice Tapioca 
Mix together two cups Guasti Concentrated 
Grape Juice, one and one-half pints water, one- 
half cup instant tapioca, white of one egg; boil 
until done; remove from fire; fold into stiffly 
beaten white of egg; serve cold. 


Royal Purple 
Place one slice pound cake in flat sundae dish; 
over this place layer of vanilla ice cream and top 
with another slice of cake; pour over all one and 
one-half ounces Guasti Concentrated Grape Juice; 
top with whipped cream. 
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Mixed Fruit Dressing 
To half pound figs add other fruits you have— 
about two pounds; run through fruit chopper; 
add sufficient Guasti Concentrated Grape Juice 
to make one gallon; mix thoroughly. 


Grape Butter 
Guasti Pure Concentrated Grape Juice spread 
on bread is very nutritious for children; it serves 


also as mild laxative. 


Cantaloupe a la Guasti 
Place one scoop vanilla ice cream in one-half 
cantaloupe; mix one spoonful of walnuts into one 
ounce Guasti Concentrated Grape Juice; pour 


over ice cream, topping off with whipped cream. 


Fruit o’ the Tropics 
Place one scoop vanilla ice cream and one scoop 
orange water ice in fancy dish; border with one- 
half slice pineapple on each side; pour over one 
and one-half ounces Guasti Concentrated Grape 
Juice; top with whipped cream and walnuts. 


Apricot in Fruit Sugar 
Select large fine apricots of good color; wash in 
fresh water and drain on napkin; arrange fruit 
in jars without crowding; fill jars with Guasti 
White Concentrated Grape Juice; fasten cover 
down; put in cold water bath; slowly raise heat 
till boils for three minutes. 
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Strawberry Dressing 
Rub through vegetable press one pint straw- 
berries, mix pulp with one and one-half cup 
Guasti Red Concentrated Grape Juice and tea- 
spoonful vanilla; serve over ice cream. 


MISCELLANEOUS 
Children are especially fond of Guasti Con- 
centrated Grape Juice, and it may be used 
on Toast, Pancakes and Hot Biscuits in the
